The Liberians Settled 

Liverpool, Dec. 1—The steamship 
Batanga, arriving here from the west 
coast of Africa, reports that H. M. S. 
Alecto had arrived at Grand Bassa, and 
had inquired into the outrages com- 
mitted by Liberians. Some time since 
citizens of the negro republic of Liberia 
maltreated natives of the British colony 
of Sierra Leone, living in Grand Bassa, | 
and destroyed their houses. The Alecto| 
made a demand upon Liberia for $1000 
indemnity, and on the Liberians hesitat- 
ing to comply with the demand, it is 
stuted that the commander of the Alecto 
threatened to land sailors unless the in- 
demnity was paid by noon on the mor- 
row. The Liberians paid the required 
sum the next morning. j

Horrible Story of Rapine and Murder Told by 
the Fleeing Population. 


Concinnatl, Dec. 2.—A special to The 
Commercial Tribune from Key West 
Says: Weyler’s threat that he would 
starve out the insurgents seems likely 
to be carried out, as from all reports} 
from Mariel, near where Captain Gen-| 
eral Weyler is now, the work of destruc- 
tion is being carried out fully. The} 
Spanish army sweeps everything before 
it, killing beeves that it cannot use, burn- 
ing canefields and small stores, with! 
their provisions, and leaving a wide 
waste of ruin and desolation in its wake. 

People vainly implore Weyler to leave} 
them provisions to keep them alive, but} 
his brutal officers refuse with oaths and} 
insulting words, if not worse. Over 300) 
refugees have come into Mariel since 
Weyler went out this last time, all giv- 
ing the same story of raping, plundez 
and murder of Cubans. 

A Spanish guerilla captain named 
Colzeazo is accused of murdering over | 
160 persons in the valleys, 100 miles south} 
of Mariel, during the latter part of No- | 
vember.

The Young Men’s Christian Association 
tendered its fourth annual banquet to the 
business men and contributors, Wednes- 
day evening, at its rooms, which was par- 
ticipated in by nearly one hundred, and it 
goes without saying that the affair was 
very enjoyable to each. 

From 6 to 7.30 o'clock the orchestra con- 
nected with the Association gave an excel- 
lent concert, during which an opportunity 
was given to inspect the work of the edu- 
cational classes, and that of the class in 
free hand drawing at work, 

At the conclusion of the reception the 
guests were invited to the gymnasium 
where the Ladies’ Auxiliary served a 
tempting supper, the menu consisting of 
turkey, tongue and ham, rolls, cranberry 
jelly, coffee, cake and cream. 

At each plate was a card from which it

Mr. McTurk then gave a pleasing vocal 
after which His Honor the Mayor, 
Charles F, Adams, 24, was introduced. 

Mayor Adams said it was a pleasure to be 
present as one of those who meet for a 
common cause, to do what we can for the 
city and to saya word of gratitule for 
what the association has done for our city. 
When we see this association formed to 
supplement this work of our schools and 
churches, there was indeed hope for the 
future. If our city is to grow and prosper, 
we must give a supplementary education 
which our schools cannot. We must train 
our young man for commercial work, and 
associations do this. But better yet is the 
work done in a moral way. When we see 
churches without seet uniting in this work 
there is hope. Good morals we need, In 
public life this city must have perfect 
morals. We want men to enter public life, 
not for what they get out of it, but for the 
welfare of our city. Then will we have 
good government and then will we be 
strong. In behalf of the city I express the 
gratitude for the strength which this asso- 
ciation brings to the city. 

Dr. L. S. Doggett, President 
International Y. M. C. A. training school 
at Springfield, was then inroduced. He 
said that New England has taken a posi- 
tion of leadership in many things and in 
none more than Association work. The 
great problem that we are called upon to 
face today is the problem of great cities, for 
the fact is in modern times the civilized 
world is fast becoming a world of cities, 
This thrusts a new condition upon the 
churches, for these cities are the storm 
centre. 

The millions that are being sent to the 
heathen can not compare to the energy 
that is being put forth today to redeem the 
protestant cities. In the emergency to 
reach the young men the Y. M. C, A. has 
been formed, It is the arm of the church. 
The Y. M. C, A. is the institutional 
church for the important element of our 
cities, The work is too great for one 
church but by the combining of all these 
the work is done by the Y. M. C, A. 

Dr. Daggett then spoke of the railroad 
work and educational features which were 
the result of years of study to win the 
young men, of which 18 to 20 per cent. are 
16 years of age. Nearly 70 per cent. of 
these are foreign born. Of this body of 
young men, 75 per cent. earn their living 
with their hands. Heretofore the church 
has been devoted to the 25 per cent. who 
are earning their living by their minds. 
If it is worth while to spend millions for 
this class, is it not proper that there should 
be something done for this 75 per cent. 

For the past year the energy has been 
directed to this 75 per cent., and they have 
been found to be the more intelligent class 
There are 750,000 men 
now engaged in railroad transportation, 
and New England has been the first to

$20,000 has been expended in organizing a 
work among railroad men at New Haven. 

The large group of young men who earn 
their living by their hands are in large 
cities. They do not belong to churches and 
have classed them as allies to corporations. 
But we have been able to reach these young 
men through the educational classes. 
Many of them left schoo! when 12 years of 
age and did not have any education until 
they get it bere. There is the weakness 
and they realize it when they come to be 
21 years of age. Here the Y. M. C. A. 
comes in and says we will help you to do 
something well, so that someone may want 
you. The educational department is 
young but it has already rallied 30,000 
young men. 

Hon. Joun F. Merrill was then called up- 
on, and said he considered the Y. M.C, A 
a good financial investment to the business 
men of Quincy, and every dollar put into it 
means dollars and cents to the business 
mep, as it tends to make better citizens 
and increase property and he would do 
what he could to advance its work. 

Henry H. Faxon was the last speaker 
and he was in a happy frame of mind. He 
started off by saying he saw by the report 
that there was a deficieucy of $336.95, and 
he would give the Association that amount 
whenever they desired to call for it. Con- 
tinuing, he said a man cannot be thorough- 
ly religious and be a politician. He always 
wanted to see the ladies have power to 
wield the ballot and he would then run for 
oftice. If we had more lady politicians, 
matters would go on more honestly. There 
was no use being afraid of politics. He 
considered it his religious duty to take 
| part in politics as should everyone who 
wants to see the State go on prosperously. 
| He had paid all his political obligations of 
| this campaign and felt happy.

DRAWBRIDGE IN RIVER. 


Fort Point, South Boston. 
Wednesday evening a portion of the 
drawhbridge over Fort Point channel on 
jthe N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. at South 
Boston dropped into the water, caused by 


the guy snapping. It was the portion 
used by the outward trains, but it has 


been unsafe to run any trains over the 
draw, so that Dorchester avenue has 
been the Boston terminus for arriving and 
departing trains. Electrics run between 
this point and the Kneeland street depot, 
conveying passengers both ways, and 
trains have been run nearly on time. It 
is expected that trains will be running into 
the depot this afternoon. 

Such accidents as these remind people 
that they have run many risks at this 
drawbridge. It would be serious business 
should a loaded train go into the river, and 
it has been miraculous that these accidents 
have occurred when a train was not cross- 
ing. This drawbridge bas also been re- 
sponsible for many delays and if possible 
should be abolished.

Yongressman Walker Would Re-enact 
the McKinley Law. 


Making the Changes Needed 
to Bring It Up to Date. 


Gossip Heard Among Congressmen and Sena- | 
tors Who Are Now at Washington. 


New York, Dec. 4.—Congressman J. 


SHARKEY S INJURIES. 


Three Physicians Find Him Suffering From a 
Severe Pain in the Groin. 


San Francisco, Dec. 4.—Three of tha 
most reputable citizens of this city, Drs. 
B. B. Lee, D. F. Ragan and T. A. Rot- 
tanzi, examined Sharkey yesterday, @ 
press representative being present. The 
result was this statement from Dr. Ra- 
gan, the other doctors acquiescing:

Weall know 
What the McKinley bill is, for it was) 
tried, and, with the exception of a few 
particulars, it was approved of as to its) 
general workings.

The conditions were changed | 
very much within the four years that the | 
McxXinley law was in operation, and they 
have continued to the present.

Tariff and the Dingley Bill Receive the Larger 
Share of Attention. 

Washington, Dec. 4.—Representative 
Babcock of Wisconsin arrived yesterday 
direct from Canton,O. He expressed the) 
opinion that there would be an extra! 
session of congress next spring, and that! 
there would be no effort at the approach-| 
ing session to pass the Dingley bill. 

“The time for the passage of the Ding-| 
ley bill has passed,” he said. “It was 
framed and offered to meet a special! 
emergency, and even if the Dingley bill} 
were passed at the coming session it} 
would not obviate the necessity for an 
adequate revision of the tariff at some 
later date. The business interests of the 
country demand a prompt solution of 
the problem that is responsible for the 
general depression. It is better, there- 
fore, that the new congress should con-| 
vene early, take up the tariff and act 
upon it, so as to allow the country to! 


Bettle down to business under a wise and} 
beneficent tariff law. I think the bill 
which congress will pass will be a revy- 
enue producer that will be so adjusted| 
as to afford ample protection to Ameri- 
can industries and American labor, but 
framed upon conservative lines,” 

Representative Aldrich of Illinols ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Dingley 
bill, with certain modifications, would 
pass the senate and be allowed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland to become a law. He 
thinks the bill should be amended te 
secure its passage, so as to increase the 
tax on sugar, put a duty of 10 cents a 
pound on tea and retire the greenbacks 

Senator Lodge yesterday expressed his 
determination as chairman of the com- 
mittee on immigration to press the im- 
migration bill to a speedy conclusion in 
the senate.

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DETAILS CAUSE DOUBT. 


General Mareo May Still Be Alive and 
In Fighting Condition, 


There Was No Identification 
of the Dead Bodies, 


Friends of Insurgent Cause In Habana Do Not 
Beleive the Report. 


Habana, Dec. 10.—The confident claims 
of the Spanish officials that they have 
abundant proof of the death of Antonio 
Maceo and his young Francisco 
Gomez, son of Maximo Gomez, continue 
Without abatement. The details which 
were announced yesterday, however, of 
the facts relied upon for the identifica- 
tien of the two Cubans, have caused an 
undercurrent of doubt in this city. 

Major Cirujeda, who commanded the 
Spanish in the engagement at 
Punta Brava on Monday, and whose 
troops discovered the two bodies and 
Save the evidence of identification, has 
consented to be interviewed on the cir- 
cumstances of the case.

On the 
way they are joined by the sheik of 
Bethlehem and prominent people of the 
city. Every one turns out—men, wom- 
jen and children—to see and greet the 
| procession with cheers. There are gor- 
| geous Roman Catholic ceremonialswhich 
Jast until midnight, when a long proces- 
sion carrying lighted candles goes to the 
Grotto of the Nativity. There are a cross 
bearer, monks, churchmen, the bishop 
of Jerusalem and laymen. The bishop 
| carries in his hands a cradie, containing 
| @ Waxen image of the infant Christ, all, 
of course, bedecked with gold embroid- 
ery and silken clothing, which he de- 
posits in the marble manger, repeating 
the words, ‘‘And here they Jaid it ina 
Inanger because there was no place for 
them at the inn.’’ The services fre- 
quently last until 2 o’clock.

The National Building Trades council | 
will be to the building trades unions 
what the American Federation of Labor 
aims to be to the different organizations 
under its jurisdiction. It is claimed by | 
the Building Trades council of St. Louis | 


that, while the interests of the building | 
trades are morally and _ theoretically 
identical with all other labor unions, 
practically and technically they are sep- 
arate and distinct. While it is easy to 
help garment workers, cigar makers, 
printers, tobacco workers and kindred 
unions by insisting upon the use of 
union labels, there can be no union la- 
bel in the building trade. 

Closer affiliation and union under one 
banner and jurisdiction are urged then 
as the crucial necessity for the adequate 
protection of the building trades unions. 
The national council thus formed will, 
beyond all question, be one of the most 
powerful organizatious in America and 
will be strong enough to enforce its just 
claims and demands. By adopting a na- 
tional working card, issued from head- 
quarters, by establishing in every city a 
building trades it will 
gather within its fold all nonunion men, 
and in case of a sudden boom in any lo- 
cality, When contractors, under present | 
conditions, claim to be compelled to hire | 
any and al) that along, the na- | 
tional body will beable not only to sup- 
ply the demand, but to relieve over- | 
crowded cities.

bears abides in its name of ‘‘church”’ 
and in the fact that it expresses itself to 
be a form of the worship of God.

It is based upon the 
claim that the churches of today assert 
that their only purpose is to care for the 
souls of individuals and have no concern 
for their earthly well being further than 
obtains to morality and charity, the last 
of which graces the New Eras declare 
is ‘*in itschurch acceptation and practice 
simply a fraud.”’ 

In short, this New Era church min- 
gles politics with religion, and of the 
two runs mostly to politics. There is no 
regular preacher, and the sermons bear 
no flavor of theology. Twice on Sunday 
the members gather to hear discourses.

SUBMARINE WRECKING. 


A Craft to Explore For Sunken Vessels to 


Be Built In Baltimore, 

The Columbian Iron works of Balti 
more have contracted to build a subma- 
rine wrecking boat, the first ever built 
for practical submarine engineering 
work. Simon Lake of Baltimore is the 
inventor of the craft, which, it is claim- 
ed, will always be under perfect control, 
rising to the surface and submerging at 
will, and capable of being propelled in 
any desired direction when on the bot- 
tom of the waterway. 

It will be used principally for search- 
ing the bed of the ocean adjacent to 
coast Jines and in finding and recover- 
ing sunken vessels and their cargoes. 
According to the specifications, the new 
boat will be about 54 tons displace- 
ment and will have a crew of six men. 
She will, Mr. Lake claims, be able to 
cruise around on the bottom for a day at 
a time before it will be necessary to as- 
cend to the face to renew the air sup- 
ply and electrical energy. 

On the boat there will be a powerful 
searchlight to light up a pathway in 
front of and on either side of the vessel 

g over the bottom. 
The hull isto be of steel and strongly 
ribbed and guaranteed by the contractors 
to resist the pressure of the water at re- 
quired depths. The contract calls for 
the completion of the boat by March 1, 
1597.

With the wind blowing at a 
thirty mile clip all day the waters in the 
bay presented a very savage appearance, 
The wind was so Strong from the eastward 
that the tide ebbed but two hours. The 
shores from Hough’s Neck to Squantum 
were strewn with wreckage and drift wood. 

The famous Adams beach guaning stand 
was badly undermined and damaged, 

The train service on the Old Colony was 
knocked out io the afternoon. Three 
rains were stalled at Sagamore, on tbe 
Cape Cod division. The Cape train due at 
Boston at 650 P.M. was stalled at Yar- 
mouth at about 415 p.m. The outward 
trains from the Kneeland street station 
were delayedin leaving about ten minutes 
in the afternoon, 

The inward trains were from 40 minutes 
to an hour late Thursday morning, caused 
maivly by the tie ups on the Cape division. 
The railroad employes on that division 
were up all night attempting to relieve the 
Stalled trains. The stalled engines and 
those attempting to push them out made a 
shortage of engines at South Braintree. 
The inward South Shore express due at 
Wollaston at 7.40 was flagged at that place 
Thursday morning to take on the 7.33 and 
the 7.46 passengers, as neither of those 
trains were expected through until later in 
the day. Itisthe worst tie up which the 
road has suffered for many years. It was 
late in the day before the blockade was 
raised and any attempt was made to run 
them on schedule time,

to work. After the usual lapse of ume 
boiler cleaning day again came round, 


and, to the astonishment of every one, 
the boiler was found to be free from 
scale. The mystery was, however, ex- 


| plained when the bones of the missing 
map were found at the bottom. It is, 
however, more than doubtful if any 
other kind of animal or vegetable fat 
would have produced such surprising 
results, and boiler scalers are not ayail- 
able every duy for such a purpose. 
Do It Now. 

A successful business man says that 
he owes much of his prosperity to a les- 
son taught him by his employer. This 
man’s principle was, *‘Do it now.’’ In- 
stead of putting things off, says The 
National Stockman, with the idea of at- 
tending to them ‘‘some time,’’ he made 
it a rule to ‘‘do it now.’’

These two floor levels are about equal 
in vertical distance above and below 
the level of Summer street, aud all passen- 
gers may go to and from the street with- 
out the use of stairs to either floor just 
so long 


as the forward loop platform is 


used to load and unlvad passengers 
upor, which may or may not be the case 
in ac ual operation, 

When it becomes necessary, by growth 
of the traffic, to use both loop tracks, 
the loading will still be done from the 
platform between tracks, and even then 
the passengers will have to go down 
Stairs (not up) to get to their trains. 


The proposed raised platform will great- 


ly lessen the height of stairways.

There is a seedless grape of Corinth, 
which commonly passes aS &@& Currant, 
and the Sultana raisins of southeastern 
seedless. 3ut these 
fruits are so small that they can never 
answer the purpose. What the trade 
wants is a luege, seedless grape, with 
perfect color and flavor, and to get that 
it is necessury to experiment for years.

is always more or less unsatisfactory, 
|} owing to the fact that the canvasser finds 
| difficulty in getting the necessary informa- 

tion. Names and dates are frequently given 
\incorrectly. The importance of accuracy 

is shown in many cases where there is a 

question of descent, or inheritance of prop- 
| erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
sions. The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as con’ lusive evidence in a court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
ottice to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
| notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
| children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
}to give such notice for the space of six 
| months, 

It often happens that only children or 
servants are at home when the canvasser 
| makes his call, and the answers to his qnues- 
| tions are open to doubt. I tl ore request 
| all parents in whose t ouseholds a birth has 
}occurred in the year 18%, to place upon a 
paper or card the required information, and 
keep it in a convenient place until the can- 
vasser appears. 

The canvass will be commenced on Jan. 1,
